The delegation 
Was headed by J. P. McDonough, who 
did most of the talking. The others 
present were James Shanessy, Fay Hud-

ler. 

Watters Refuse to Meet at Hotel. 

Rooms had been reserved for the Gov- 
ernor at the Planters Hotel, but the 
conference was held in the city hall be- 
cause the men refused to meet at any 
of the hotels, on account of the attitude 
of the hotel men in the strike situation. 

McDonough turned over to Gov. Major 
24 affidavits in which striking waiters. 
accused policemen of having beaten 
them. He said that two of the men 
Were so severely hurt that their backs. 
are black and blue. 

Of 40 men arrested, McDonough said, 
3% had been discharged in the police 
courts because no case could be made 
out against them. 

President Samuel B. McPheeters of 
the Police Board was characterized by 
McDonough as unfit for the position.

HER IDENTITY, TELLS 
STORY OF HER LIFE 


Speaking as “Mrs. Block’s Dear 
Friend, She Says She Was 
Married Ten Years Ago. 


“RELATIVES KNEW OF IT” 


Declares Mrs. Block Was Duti- 
ful Wife and Block’s Rela- 
tives Liked Her.“ 


Mrs. Margaret Stevens Block of 6007 
Von Versen avenue, who is fighting {n 
court for the fortune willed to her by 
her late husband, Albert S. Block, com- 
mission merchant, speaking for herself 
and yet by proxy, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the story of her life with Block. 

When a reporter called at the Block 


home Tuesday he met a woman who it 
later developed was Mrs. Block herself, 
but who posed as a friend of Mrs. Block. 
She was in the kitchen embroidering a 
scarf. 

Later in the afternoon Mrs. Block was 
placed in the custody of the Sheriff for 
refusing to answer questions put to her 
ty Special Commissioner Williams who 
is hearing evidence in the will contest. 

Held in Sheriff's Custody. 

She was held in the Sheriff's private 
office at the courthouse for several hours 
while her attorney applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus in the Court of Appeals. 
Later she was released on a bond of 
$1000 to appear in the Court of Appeals 
| Wednesday. 

The habeas corpus suit was laid over 
until 2 p. m. by Judges Nortoni and 
Allen. No return had been made by the 
Sheriff, who had not expected the case 
to be tried until the October term of 
court. Attorney Leahy, representing 
Mrs. Block, was also under the im- 
pression that the case would go over, 
but Judge Nortoni said the court was 
going to adjourn Wednesday for the 
summer vacation, and did not wish to 
have the habeas corpus suits hanging 
fire. Attorney Lashly, representing 
Block’s relatives, said he was prepared. 

Mrs. Block was in court dressed in a 
tight-fitting black suit, black hat and 
heavy black veil. 

“Mrs. Block does not live here at 
present,“ said the woman at the Von 
Versen avenue home, who, the reporter 
discovered later in the day at the 
commissſoner's office, was Mra Block | 
herself. “She has leased her house tur- 
nished to me for the summer and she is 
arranging for a trip abroad. She 18 
stopping at a hotel on King's highway 
near the University car line.” 

The reporter then told the woman 
when he called at the home that he 
wished to get Mrs. Block’s story in 
view of the fact that it had been told 
by Block’s relatives, who are contest- 
ing his will, that he and Miss Stevens 
were not married until nine days after 
he had made his will in favor of his 
wife.“ 

„ don’t understand why the public 
should be so much concerned about 
Mrs. Block's affairs, said the woman. 
“I think it is a shame the way Mr. 
Block’s brothers are treating her. I 
have known Mrs. Block since childhood 
and I know “she was secretly married 
to Mr. Block 10 years before his will 
was made.“ 

The reporter asked where the secret 


“I don’t know,” she said, “but I do 
know they were married and I also 
know that Albert Block was the only 
sweetheart Margaret Stevens ever had.“ 

“Relatives Knew of Marriage.“ 

Mrs. Block, who still was cleverly pos- 
ing as her own childhood friend, was 
asked if Mrs. Block had any relatives 
in the city who might be willing to talk 
for her in her absence. 

“Mrs. Block is an orphan,” she said. 
“T believe I am closer to her than any- 
one else. In fact, I don’t believe she 
could tell you much about her affairs 
that I do not know. about. Her side of 
the case will be heard in court.“ 

“Did Mr. Block’s relatives know he 
was married during the last 10 years?“ 
the reporter asked. 

„They most certainly did.“ replied 
Mrs. Block. Why. they frequently vis- 
ited Mr. and Mrs. Block in the Haywood 
Apartments where Mr. Block and his 
wife lived for years before they pur- 
chased this home. They liked Mrs. 
Block, too, and spent last Thanksgiving 


day with her. 

“Then suddenly about the time Mr. 
Block made his will they turned 
against Mrs. Block and would have 
nothing further to do with her. 
They even remained away from her 
home when Mr. Block was dying and 
sent no flowers to his funeral,” 

“Why did Mr. and Mrs. Block keep 
their marriage a secret?” was asked. 

“Religion was the cause of it,” said 
Mrs. Block. “Mr. Block's folks are 
orthodox Jewish people and Mrs, 
Block is a Christian. They would not 
recognize the marriage as being in 
accordance with their faith. But 1 
want to say for Mrs. Block that her 
husband was a wife-made man. 1 
never saw a woman more devoted to 
a husband. She nursed him and 
looked after his. business. She went 
to his store every day and kept his 
cash accounts. His folks cannot deny 
that she was responsible for his 
business success. Mrs. Block is one 
of the best little women I have ever 
known.”

Lump was alleged to have been 4 
close friend of Mrs. Mary Belle Craw- 
ford, widow. of the capitalist, who is 
under arrest charged with his .murder. 
Crawford left an estate valued at $250,- 
000, to the major portion of. which the 
accused. widow was. made heir by the 
will. 

It was not until four years after the 
alleged crime was committed that Mrs 
Mary Belle Crawford was charged with 
having murdered her. wealthy husband 
by giving him morphine and opium. 

The aceused woman returned to At- 
lanta from Tucker, Ga., where she had 
gone on business, at 2 o’clock on the 
morning. of: July 13, after she, learned 
that Charles Z. Crawford, one of the 
helrs-at-law of the dead capitalist, had 
sworn out a warrant, in which she was 
charged with the murder. She went im- 
mediately. to the county jail, surren- 
dered herself to Sheriff C. W. Man- 
gum and was later released on $6250 
bond. : 
Body Exhumed, Examined. 

Heirs-at-law of the dead man, who 
have a civil suit pending in the local 
courts to have his will set aside, re- 
cently had the body exhumed from the 
family burying ground at Carrollton, 
Ga., and an examination made by Dr. 
H. T. Harris, secretary of the State 
Board of Health. Dr. Harris testified 
last week in the civil suit that he found 
traces of morphine and meuconic acid, 
an element of opium, in the stomach of 
Crawford. He asserted that he did not 
believe death resulted from pneumonia, 
as was given out at the time. 

“Of course, I deny the whole charge,“ 
said Mrs. Crawford, when she was ar- 
rested. “It is just one thing piled on 
another to make me spend my money 
in lawyers’ fees and to humiliate and 
hound me because heirs-at-law of my 
husband want more than their share of 
the estate and hate me.“ 

The estate of the dead man is valued 
at $250,000. Much of it is real estate in 
this city. His widow, under the terms 
of his will, is the chief beneficiary of 
the property. 

The estate has been in dispute sinre 
shortly after. Crawford's death in March, 
1909. 

Mrs. Crawford was married to the 
dead capitalist nm February, 1909, at 
Jacksonville, Fla., Where he had gone 
on account of ill health. The marriage 
followed a courtship of less than a 
month. Crawford roomed and took his 
meals at the home of the defendant. 
The acquaintanceship thus began cul- 
minated in the marriage. 4 

The couple, returned to this city, an 
one month later Crawford died. He was 
7% years old at the time, more than 3 
years older than his wife.

Forbidding Order Results When 
One Has $4.85 Dinner 
“Charged to Manager.“ 


Policemen detailed to hotels and res- 
taurants on strike duty will not be per- 
mitted to eat $4.85 meals and have them 
charged to the hotel manager, accord- 


ing to a notice posted on the bulletin 
board at Central District Station 
Wednesday.

The man 
at the telephone refused to say who he 
was, who the policeman was or to tel] 
the name of the hotel, but suggested 
that he only desired to give a word of 
warning.

Marconi, her 
telt passengers, at their house 
in Richmohg Surrey. Von Boisse- 
vain was on the Mauretania with the 
party, and it was on the voyage that 
the two, who had only met a short time 
before, decided to get married as soon 
as possible. They got the license Fri 


day. 
Tells of Her Marriage. 

Mrs. von Bolssevain, when seen at 
her mother’s house, looked radiantly 
happy and beautiful, and said: 

“We were married today at the reg- 
istry office In Mariowe’s road, Ken- 
sington. I had to de married at that or- 
fice because it ig in the parish where 1 
reside. I do not know how the report 
got out that We were married last Fri 
day unless ft was because we cabled my 
father thén that we had been married.

Those against whom indictments were 


returned for alleged illegal loans to 
the Ford & Johnson company were 
George B. Cox, Charles H. Davis, Nor- 
man G. Kenan, James F. Heady, James 
M. Hutton, I. MN. Miller, N. 8. Keith 
and F. R. Williams. 

The following were indicted on the 
charge of abstracting the $852,500 note: 
George B. Cox, J. A. Crawford, Charles 
H. Davis, David C. Edwards, James F. 
Heady, James M. Hutton, N. 8. Keith, 
F. R. Willaams and O. V. Parrish. 
The indictment charging the abstrac- 
tion of the note alleged the men named 
in the indictment, having control of the 
funds of the company, converted to 
their own use a promissory note of the 
trust company for $352,500, and that the 
men who were liable for the note, can- 
celed it and entered it as paid in the 
company’s books when it had not been 
paid. 

Each of the nine counts of the indict- 
ment, charging misapplication of funds, 
related to a separate loan to the Ford 
& Johnson Chair Co., of which Presi- 
dent Cox of the trust cOMpany also was 
a director. The total amount of the 
nine loans was $116,000. It also was 
claimed that the loans set out in the in- 
dictment were only a part of those made 
to the chair company. 

Herrmann Signed His Bonds. 
August Herrmann, chairman of the 
National Baseball Commission, signed 
ox’s bonds, $5000 for each indictment. 
This was the second grand jury report 
on the affairs of the trust compan. 
The former one reported Dec. 9 and re- 
turned indictments against Keith and 
Wiiliams. 

The trust company was capitalized at 
$500,000 and under the State laws could 
not legally loan more than $100,000 to 
any individual, firm or corporation. 
The trial had been in progress three 
weeks when, at the conclusion of the 
State’s testimony, Attorney Dinsmore, 
for Cox, asked an instructed verdict of 
not guilty on the ground that the State 
had failed to make out a sufficient case 
against Cox to force him to a defense. 
The general grounds assigned by 
Judge Caldweil in his decision today 
were that there was no evidence that 
Cox made or authorized the loans of 
the money of the Cincinnati Trust Co. 
to the Ford & Johnson Chair Co., or 
that he intended to injure or defraud 
the bank.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary of 


State. Bryan has issued the following | 


statement as an answer to the criticism 
directed at his undertaking a lecturing 
tour while Secretary of State, and his 


statement that he is unable to live on] 


$12,000 a year—his salary as a Cabinet 
officer: 

„„I am glad to have the criticism 
brought to my attention. I believe in 
criticism of public officials. Criticism 16 
helpful. If a man makes a mistake, 
criticism enables him to correct it; if 
he is unjustly criticised, the criticism 
helps him. I have had my share of 
criticism since I have been in public 
life, but it has not prevented my doing 
what I thought proper to do. 

“In devoting a part of my vacation to 
lecturing, I am doing what I believe 
to be proper and I have no fear what- 
ever that any unbiased person will crit- 
icise me when he knows the facts. 

Many.Speeches Without Pay. 

“For 17 years, the sources of my in- 
come have been writing and lecturing, 
but each year, I have made more public 
speeches, without conipensation and 
where I have paid my own traveling 
expenses, than I have where compensa- 
tion was received, 

“My earning capacity has been large 
and I have made not only an income 
sufficient’ for my immediate needs, but 
have saved on an average something 
more than $10,000 a year. 

In accepting the office which I now 
hold I gave up the opportunity to add to 


my accumulations, for I did not expect | 
to increase during my term, the amount 


I have laid aside—that is, I am willing 
to forego whatever advantage I might 
derive from the acquiring of $40,000 more 
for the privilege of serving the country 
in this office during the coming four 
years. 

J will do more if necessary, but I do 
not believe that fair-minded people will 
ask it of me. Therefore, until I see 
some reason for changing my purpose, I 
expect to lecture enough to bring my in- 
come up to my expenses, these lectures 
to be delivered during the time that oth- 
er officials give to their vacations. 

In addition to supplementing my sal- 
ary, I hope that my lectures do good— 
people who attend them would not do so 
lt they did not think they received their 
money’s worth, but I would be glad to 
spend my vacations resting instead of 
lecturing if I could do so without eat- 
ing in upon the amount I have laid away 
as a protection against old age.“ 

Away at Important Time. 

The criticism of Secretary Bryan in 
official Washington is not directed so 
much against his lecturing as it is 
against the amount of time it will take 
him away from Washington and be- 


cause of his taking the time at a period | 


when there is so much unfinished and 
big business before the State Depart- 
ment. For this he is severely con- 
demned. 


Bryan will leave the capital on Sat- 


urday night and will not return for six 
weeks. There is no criticism of his 


taking a day or so now and then in 


week ends. He already has taken one 
or two of. these, and he plans another 
before going away. 


He will leave tonight for Mountain! 


Lake Park, Maryland, where, Thursday, 
he will deliver a lecture. He will re- 
turn to Washington Friday morning 
and leave again Saturday night. 

It is pointed out that the other Cab- 
inet officers are not taking extended 
leaves of absence at this time and that 
the President is denying himself a long 
vacation. It is true, Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels is away, but he is on a 
tour of inspection of navy yards. Sec- 
retary of War Garrison will leave Wash- 
ington this morning on a tour of in- 
spection of army posts. 

Secretary Bryan has before him now 
four important questions. It is true that 
in John Bassett Moore, the Counselor for 
the State Department, Bryan has an as- 
sistant who, by training, is perhaps 
better fitted to handle these four ques- 
tions than any other man in the Gov- 
ernment service, and Moore will be act- 
ing Secretary while Bryan is away.

Bristow Asks for Facts. 

The foundation for a possible discus- 
sion of the statement made by Bryan 
that he is unable to live comfortably 
on @ salary of $12,000 a year, was laid 
in the Senate yesterday, when Senator 
Bristow of Kansas offered a resolution 
calling upon President Wilson for infor- 
mation and an opinion. This will come 
up automatically for action Friday. 

The Democrats have sufficient votes 
to prevent the actual adoption of the 
resolution, but there is no way by 
which debate can be prevented. It is 
entitled to proceed daily for two hours 
until some disposition of it is reached. 

The resolution avers that other Secre- 
taries of State have lived on from $3500 
to $8000, that there is need of the incum- 
bent at his office, and that the country 
is likely to suffer by his absence. The 
President, therefore, is asked to ascer- 
tain what salary should be paid the sec- 
tary to keep him.at his post daily.

ESTATE PLAGED I 
TRUST FOR Moe 


Minor Bequests to Near Rela- 
tives—Fund of $2500 for 
Indigent School Children. 


The will of Dr. William Taussig, for- 
mer president of the St. Louis Terminal 
Association and at one time a member 
of the School Board, disposes of a valu- 
able estate, the bulk of which, however, 
is to remain in trust until after the 
death of his widow, Mrs. Adele Taussig. 
She is to receive an income of at least 
$0000 a year. John J. Taussig, a brother, 
and William S. Bedal are appointed ex- 
ecutors. Bedal said Wednesday he could 
not estimate how much the Taussig 
property is worth. The will is not to be 
formally probated until the testimony 
of James Taussig, one of the two wit- 
nesses, is taken. He is at Jamestown, 
N I. The other witness is J. D. Abeles. 

Fund for Poor School Children. 

A fund of $2500 is sét aside for 
the St. Louis Emergency Ald Society 
for the relief of indigent public 
school children. This bequest is part 
of a fund created by Dr. Taussig 
years ago. His philanthropy in this 
respect was not generally known 
until Tuesday, when the Board of 
Education adopted a resolution pre- 
sented by Dr. Emil Simon. The reso- 
lution revealed that Dr. Taussig had 
contributed Mberally toward buying 
clothing and shoes for poor school 
children. 

The only other charitable bequest 
is one of 5500 to the Neighborhood 
Association of St. Louis. 

To the widow is bequeathed the 
home at 8447 Lafayette avenue. John 
Taussig gets the home he occupies 
at $601 Lafayette avenue on condi- 
tion that he pays Mrs. Taussig $800 
a year as long as she lives. 

Other Minor Bequests. 

Bequests of $5000.are left to each 
of Dr. Taussig’s children—Mrs. Jen- 


Walter M. Taussig. Jane Kuner, a 
niece, gets $2000; two other nieces, 
Ida and Agnes Tatissig, $3000 each; 


Mrs. Minnie Wuerpel, a sister, $1000; 
four other nieces, $500 each; Mrs. 
Adelheid C. Bedal, a niece, $1000 and 
realty in Delmar place, in considera- 
tion of her services to Mrs. Taussaig. 

The remainder of the estate is 
placed in trust with John Taussig, 
Frank W. Taussig and Alfred Bran- 
deis for the benefit ef Mra.

The will was written Feb. 14, 1912. 
Dr. Taussig, who was 87 years old, 
died last Thursday.

Jake Stahl, who in 1912 stepped into 
the breach, after a lay-off from the 
national game, and in one season as 
leader. gave Boston a world pennant. 

The announcement was made last 
night that Stahl would be dropped, but 
that his salary would be continued dur- 
ing the present season. 

Stahl was unable to play because of 
an injured foot and was drawing a big 
salary,” said President McAleer. “It 


handicapped the team and I deemed a 
change necessary. If he were able to 
play this year the club would be going 
all right. But he ign’t and we cant 
use him. His salary will continue dur- 
ing the rest of the season, but his duties 
ceased Tuesday.“ : 

Stahl claimed to be shocked at the 
mews. He seemed to think he was be- 
ing made the scapegoat for the team's 
poor, showing. Stahl's release was un- 
conditional, but he will not attempt to 
return to the game. He expects to go 
back to the-banking business, which he 
left at the urgent solicitation of Mo- 
Aleer, to accept the appointment as Red 
Sox leader. 

Stahl Sought Presidency. 

The real reason for dispensing with 
Stahl’s services is said by inside per- 
sons to be his desire to depose and pos- 
sibly supersede McAleer as president of 
the Red Sox. Stahl, it 1a sald, com- 
plained that McAleer Was drawing $10,- 
000 a year for doing nothing but buy 
players, all the other activities being 
taken care of by various officers. It 
is stated that Stahl, who is a stock- 
holder in the club, complained that Mc- 
Aleer was being paid entirely too much 
money. The story came to McAleer, 
who started a counter campaign for 
Stahl’s head and got it. 

McAleer has also maintained that Stab! 
could play, if- he cared to get to condi- 
tion, Some weeks ago he ordered an opera- 
tion performed on Stahl’s foot. It was suc- 
cessful, and McAleer insisted the Red Sox 
boas get into shape and resume his place 
on first base. 

Stahl refused to fo 80. McAleer hag de- 
clared that ff Stahl had been on first the 
team would now be challenging the Athietics 
as League leaders. 

Stahl says his club’s poor showing this year 
is due to a series of injuries to his men. 

Carrigan, who succeeds Stahl, is a reliable 
catcher and strategist of national reputation. 
He came to the Sox from Holy Cross Col- 
lege in 1906. Part of the 1907 season he 
was with Toronto. Except for this lapse, 
he has been with the Red Sox continuously.

PROPOSITION MADE 
TO CITY ASSEMBLY 


J. D. Houseman Backs Ordin- 
ance Providing New Franchise 
for West End Line. 


CITY OFFICIALS DIRECTORS 


‘ 
Will Make Estimated Investment 
of $17,000,0o00—5o0-Year 
Franchise Asked. 


At the request of James D. House- 
man, electric railroad promoter, Dele- 
gate Hoffner of the Twenty-third Ward, 
introduced in the House of Delegates 
Tuesday night a bill authorizing the 
“St. Louls Transit Co.“ to construct a 
combined subway and elevated struc: 
ture, to start at Seéond and Mullanphy 
streets and terminate at Clayton av- 
enue and the city limits. 

Houseman estimates the cost of the 
project at $17,000,000. He asks a 50-year 
franchise, which the city is empowered 
to “revise or amend,” but not repeal. 
In return for the franchise the city is 
offered a percentage of the company’s 
net earnings after the company has 
paid all operating expenses, fixed 
charges and set aside a proportion of 
the earnings as a reserve fund for the 
redemption of its bonds.“ 

Company Exempt From Taxes. 

It is proposed also that the city shalt 
exempt the St. Louis Rapid Transit 
Co., from the payment of city taxes 
until such time as the company shall 
have been established on a profitable 
basis and is returning to stockhold- 
ers at least 6 per cent on their in- 
vestments. 

The route of the subway, as outlinea 
in the measure, is as follows: Beginning 
at a point on Mullanphy street, 100 feet 
east of Second, and continuing south to 
a point at the intersection of Florida 
and Second streets, thence south under 
second to and under Washington ave- 
nue and through private property to 
Third street, where connection would 
be made with the tracks of the Terminal 
Railroad Association; thence west un- 
der Washington avenue to Seventeenth 
street, north to St. Charles, west to 
south to Chestnut, west to 
Garrison, thence through private prop 
erty to Cardinal and Laclede avenue, 
south to Clark avenue and west to 
Compton. 

Route of Elevated. 

The elevated structure is planned to 
tnake connections with the subway at 
this point and proceed in the following 
direction: West on Clark to Spring ave- 
nue, thence through private property 
to Vandeventer and Duncan avenues. 
west on Duncan to Taylor, south on 
Taylor, crossing Wabash Railroad over- 


highway, across King’s highway to 
Berthold avenue to intersection of Grand 
View place and Clayton avenue, west on 
Clayton avenue to city limits. 

An interesting feature of the subway 
measure is that providing for control of 


rectors of nine, of whom three shall be 
clected from the ranks of city officials. 
These officials are not designated in 
the bill. It will be the duty of officials, 
the bill says, to exercise a general su. 
pervision over the company’s affairs so 
far as the interests of the city are af - 
fected. All books, accounts and docu- 
n.ents of the company are to be open to 
municipal inspection at all time. 
Not Money-Maker at Start. 

The bill appears to indicate that the 
tubway company does not intend to 
Hake much money the first few years. 
The first five years df the franchise th2 
city is to receive only 5 per cent each 
year of the company’s net earnings. All 
similar contracts or franchises of the 
company provide for a percentage of 
gross earnings. The percentage fixed in 
the bill is to be increased 5 per cent at 
the end of each five years so that in the 
final five years of the company’s fran- 
chise 50 per cent of net earnings will be 
paid into the city treasury. 

The company’s request for tax exemp- 
tion is regarded by delegates as an im- 
possible provision. Several measures, 


presented to the Assembly within the 
tast few years. 

Houseman was the pioneer builder of 
street railroads in St. Louis= County, 
notably the St. Louis, St. Charles & 
Western, all of which are owned by the 
United Raliways Co. In his St. Louis 
County enterprises, Houseman lost 
heavily and finally was forced to sell his 
holdings. He says he does not: wish to 
reveal at this time the names of his 
hackers in the proposed subway-clevated 
project.

BATHS AND SWIMMING POOLS. 

Vor several years prior to 1902 the Post-Dis- 
pateh urged the construction of free public baths 
and swimming pools. But in the spring of that 
year the first step was taken towards the creation 
of such conveniences in St. Louis, when it was 
proposed that a surplus of over 652,000 in the Har- 
bor Fund be used for a floating bath on the 
river front. Commending the plan, the Post-Dis- 
patch called attention to the fact that Brookline, 
Mass., which was the pioneer in the public bath 
movement in the United States, had erected a 
handsome permanent public bathhouse at a cost 
of $43,000. The Post-Dispatch said: 

“It is evident that with a fund of $9000 more 
, than Brookline used, St. Louls could construct 
at least three commodious, substantial floating 
baths as a beginning, on the river front 
Half a dozen floating baths scattered along the 
river front would save the lives annually lost 
@uring the summer months and be an immense 
boon to the boys and young men. Fvery citizen 
will rejoice to see this outcome of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s long fight for free public baths for the 
city.” 
After one of the floating baths had been begun, 
the project was stopped by the War Department 
ruling that such baths would 3 with the 
use of the harbor. 

The Post-Dispatch had in the meantime con- 
tinued urging the erection of permanent bath- 
*houses and swimming pools, calling attention 
eech year to the large number of drownings, of 

men and boys who were compelled to use the Mis- 
sissippi, the Meramec, quarry ponds and other 
dangerous water. In order to lessen the number 
of drownings, the Post-Dispatch, during the sum- 
mer of 1912, gave free coupons for swimming les- 
gons at the Y. M. C. A. swimming pool, and over 
400 boys took these lessons every week.

. Excise Commissioner Anderson's explanation of 
his setting aside of the revocation of 30 saloon 
licenses is that he has the power to, do it. He 
says court decisions have given him sweeping 
ee ee 
to reversing revoked licenses. 

The law governing the office of Excise Clee 
missioner is clear on the point of issuing licenses 
to saloon keepers whose licenses have been re- 
voked. It absolutely forbids it. 

“No lcense,” runs the law, ‘shall be 
granted to any person to keep a dramshop 
whose Uocense shall have been revoked for vio- 
lating any of the provisions of the law gov- 
erning dramshop keepers.’’ 

Whatever technical power the decisions of the 
courts may have accorded the Excise Commis- 
sioner in the matter of reversing revocation orders 
or setting them aside at will, the intent and spirit 
of the law are grossly violated when the Excise 
Commissioner reissues revoked licenses in the 
wholesale fashion which mars the retord of Mr. 
Anderson. | : 

Cémmissioner Anderson’s record of revocation 
is an even greater offense against reason and pub- 
lic policy than against law. It is an offense 
against order. 

In most cases the reissue of licenses is within 
a few days of the revocation. In some cases the 
Excise Commissioner says he acts on the recom- 
menfation of the police and a petition of the 
neighbors. But the licenses are revoked on the 
recommendation of the police. What magic 
change takes place in the saloon keeper who is a 
lawbreaker and unfit to keep a saloon on Tues-| 
day and becomes a lawabiding angelic person on 
the following Friday? What a farce is a petition 
without the conditions prescribed by law? ; 

Fifteen of the revocations of licenses set aside 
were for keeping disorderly saloons. The others 
were for gambling or ee the Sunday law or 
the dramshop law. 5 

Disorderly saloons ere the curse of the city. 

The chief object of excise regulations is to put 
them and keep them out of business. If the dis- 
orderly saloons where vicious and criminal char- 
acters congregate and where drunkenness and vio- 
lence prevail were closed we could afford to be 
liberal in other matters. We could better afford 
to have orderly saloons open on all days and hours 
than disorderly saloons open at any time. 
The law regulating saloons becomes a hypo- 
critical farce when its enforcement is a sham, 
when saloons are closed for law violations only 
to be reopened by request of the saloon keeper 
and his friends a few days later. What do the 
keepers of disorderly and vicious dens care for 
the law when the Excise Commissioner takes 
away their licenses with one hand and gives them 
jback with the other? The office, instead of a 
terror to, is a refuge for the dive keeper.

Japanese shipping men are actively 
preparing for the new Panama Canal 
route. The directors of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha are rushing construction 
of a fleet of large steamers to be used 
in a new line by that company between 
Japan and New York, via Hongkong, 
Manila, Honolulu and Panama. It is 
expected that the new vessels will all 
be ready to go on the new run as soon 
as the canal is open. An official of the 
company, en route to the United States, 
stated at Honolulu that the new line 
will have six very large freight vessels, 
two of which have already been ac- 
quired in Hurope, and each vessel will 
have accommodations for 20 or 90 pas- 
sengers. Four of the vessels will be 
constructed in Japan.

O feat of magic, no sleight of 
hand, no illusion before or since 
ever attracted the attention that 
Heller’s great “Second Sight“ 

did some 30 odd years ago. In a word, 
that gifted entertainer went about freely 
among his audinece while his beautiful 
sister Haidee sat on a couch on the 
stage, blindfolded, and read the dates 
on coins, named objects shown to Heller 
by the audience, repeated passages from 


‘books opened by any one and did all 


manner of mystifying things. 

It was certainly amazing! 

Nothing like Second Sight“ had ever 
been seen before. Plainly there were no 
confederates because Heller always smil- 
ingly asked the best known people 
among his hearers to assist him. Scores 
of articles were written about his feats 
and many were the explanations which 
did’nt explain. Scientists even thought 
that Heller had solved the mystery of 
thought transference, Nonsense! It was 
nothing but the simplest of tricks 
smoothly turned by that perfect per- 
former. 

Most mystifying of all, just as one 
imagined he had caught the secret of 
things Heller would reach the same re- 
sult in a wholly different way, throwing 
the would-be student of his black art 
completely off the track. 

Today Francis J. Martinka, a retired 
magician, has the sofa in his home on 
which Mile. Haidee used to sit. It was 
part of the trick—the best I ever saw 
and one of the easiest. 

To begin with, Heller used four dif- 
ferent means—key words, a confederate, 
sleight of hand and an apparatus that 
any boy could make. 

In the average: audience there are 
certain articles one can always find— 
programmes, opera glasses, watches 
handkerchiefs, rings, pins, eyeglasses, 
fans, gloves, coins, bills, visiting cards.

held up! So simple! 

ROM time immemorial the raising of 
the human body in the air without 
support has been the aim of all necro- 
mancérs. In India they have tried it for 
centuries. Asceticg have fasted and 
prayed and have said they could do it, 
but theirs was rough work compared to 
that of Kellar, who followed in Heller's 
footsteps. He called his act “Levita-: 
tion,“ and it was a wonder. But 80 
simple, like all the best illusions, A 
beautifully robed woman entered the 
stage, reclined on a couch, was appar- 
ently hypnotized and then slowly rose in 
the air in full view of everybody, as- 
suming any posture the magician chose 
to fix her in. 
ELLAR, now retired, was a very 
clever person. No stage hands 
were allowed behind the scenes during 
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his act, not even scene shifters; he 
brought his own assistants. He had an 
employe of the Otis Elevator Company 
working for months contriving an appa- 
ratus light enough to take on the road— 
it was a marvel of ingenuity: 45 fine 
wires, a series of springs, a steel har- 
ness, a set of weights and windlass, all 
of which could be packed in two trunks, 
made up the trick, 

“An audience can see one or two 
single wires,“ Kellar confessed to me 
after I had solved his illusion, but they 
can’t see 30 or 40 because they blend in 
the background.” 

Which is true. And that was his whole 
secret. Behind his couch was a striped 
background in which the wires blended 
perfectly. Hidden in the soft cushioning 
of the couch was a finely made steel 
harness to which were fastened 30 slend- 
er wires. These went up through the 
ceiling from the S bar back of the har- 
ness, connecting with a windlass be- 
hind the scenes, by which the subject 
was raised and lowered at will. The 8 
bar is always a prime necessity in any 
levitation act because it enables the 
operator to step behind the subject or 
pass a hoop completely around the body. 

Now, if the harness was raised by the 
36 wires the woman in it would tip for- 
ward the moment her body left the 
couch. So there is a counterbalance 
running beneath the stage by 15 more 
wires, which keeps the whole thing hori- 
zontal. The rest is easy. You can’t see 
the wires and there is no hole in the 
background through which a steel bar 
might be poked to support the beautiful 
lady. Result—mystery. . 

ELLAR had another § illusion 
which was splendid. He called 
it “The Blue Room.” It was a huge 
box on the stage something like a 
square foom. In it the magician took 
his place after a bit of patter and 
the light remark, Now you're going 
to see yourselves as you'll be in 30 
years!” 

And right in front of you the ma- 
gicilan slowly turned into a skeleton 
—without the ald of a net! 

How? Daslest thing in the world! 
You weren't looking at Kellar at alli, 
but at his image in a very © finely 
made mirror placed diagonally across 
the box, as he stood in its side, really 
out of sight. As the mirror was 
slowly withdrawn the skeleton be- 
hind it came into view, blending ex- 
actly with the outlines of the magi- 
cilan’s figure on the silvered glass. 
Presto, and he was out of the box, 
his old self again! 

It was merely a clever ruse of re- 
fiection that Kellar carried a mirror 
80 feet long to do that trick. No ma- 
gicians do so now because they can't 
afford it. Refraction, on the other 
hand, is the principle used in the 
illusion “Galatea,” old but ever good. 
It depends on the optical law that 
when light goes from one medium to 
a heavier one its line is broken, as 
from air to water, or from air to 
glass. 

OUDINI has a fine trick with a 
milk can. You are invited to 
examine the can carefully. You see 
that it is a good, stout one and that 
it hasn’t a false bottom. Six sturdy, 
staples fit on the cover and you are 
invited to bring your own padlocks 
and keys. Houdini gets inside and 
you lock him in securely by means 
of the padlocks and staples, keeping 
the keys. The can is hidden for a 
moment behind a screen and—ah, 
there you are! Houdini is out of his 
tin prison and the can is still locked 
up and you have the keys. 

This ought to be called a joke, not a 
trick. He doesn't have to pick even 
one lock, an art at which he is an adept. 
The explanation is that while you have 
locked the locks you haven't locked the 
can. There is a collar fitting around the 
neck and this holds the staples. When 
the can is hidden Houdini merely shoves 
the whole top off, collar and all, geis 
out, puts back the cover and the can is 
still locked—apparently! 

R. HERMAN had a fine illusion. 
“The Haunted House,“ that a child 
could work. It was a smal! house set 
on stilts so that you could see under it. 
You cot Falk through it; there were 
big doors in front and back and little 
flights of steps led up to them. When 
you were satisfied that nobody was in 
the house, Herman closed the front door 
and in a moment a face appeared 4 
the window and. asother half peeked 
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NOTE HEAD ON TABLE 


his head out of the chimney and Dr. 
Herman threw open the doors with 3 
bang—there were three people inside! 

So easy! During the preparations a 
mirror was let down between the two 
rear stilts, and when you thought you 
were looking at the back set of steps 
you were seeing merely the reflection of 
the front ones. The three performers 
merely got in from behind the mirror 
as soon as the doors were closed, that’s 
all. Of course, the floor was covered 
with the same material as the back of 
the stage—all illusions depend on color, 
reflection or refraction; nothing else. 

Easy? To be sure! The best tricks of 
today or of any day are the simplest.

27.—Rope. 

EARLY all rope is made from 
hemp. The best American hemp 
grows in California «nd Ken- 
' tucky. A sort of light, elastic 
rope is made from the husks of the co- 
coanut. But the most wonderful rope 
of all is made from a plant that grows 
in the Philippines called the “abaca,” or 
Manila hemp. The islanders receive 
nearly $20,000,000 yearly from its output. 

In old days rope was made by hand. 
Now it is all machine made. The hemp 
is first stripped. Then it is split and 
scraped. After that it is washed, 
combed by spiked machines and carded. 
More than a hundred years ago Dr. 
Edward Cartwright made a rope-spin- 
ning machine which he called the cor- 
deller, and on this machine all our 
modern rope-making machines are mod- 
eled. 

In an old-fashioned rope-walk“ (that 
is, a long, low, narrow building in which 
the fibers are twisted into rope) two 
men, with a mass of carded hemp 
wound around their bodies, walk up a 
long, narrow space, regulating the fibers | 
with their fingers, so as to make an 
equal thickness of rope, while two other 
men wind up the twisted product by

hand. 

The modern “rope-walk’’ is all ma- 
chinery. The carded hemp is fed from 
container and twists automatically while | 
the other end of the machinery winds. 
it up. One of the longest Manila ropes | 
ever made was 11 miles long and cost 


$12,500.

Governor Discusses Situation 
and Outlines Program of 
Legislation. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July M. -G. 
Major last night gave a statement out 
lining a program of legislation which 
he will recommend to the next Legis- 
lature in connection with the insurance 
situation in Missouri, and giving his 
views on the present situation. 

The Governor said: 

“The attitude of the Supreme Court in 
the insurance case clears the air. This 
is a good time to take a view of the 
iarger aspects of the situation. It is 
unfortunate that the companies’ misun- 
derstanding of the Orr law and its bear- 
ings has concentrated public attention 
upon what is relatively a small matter 
to the neglect of certain things in the 
insurante situation which the citizens 
of Missour! ought to be thinking of and 
making up their minds about. Instead of 
worrying over a provision in a new law 
which simply makes explicit what. was 
implicit in the old, the companies ought 
tg be co-operating with policy holders 
and State authorities to bring about at 
the next regular sesston of the State 
Legislature the adoption of a program 
of constructive legistation which would

“The State authorities have not thus 
far discussed this aspect of the ques- 
tion. The companies have gently hinted 
that our interpretations of the law were 
wrong and our positions untenable. 
The State’s officials have had no de- 
sire to be contentious, and have quietly 
waited for judicial determination of the 
questions upon which they had the hon- 
or to differ from the view of the com- 
panies. Now that such unmistakable 
determination has been had of the prin- 
cipal matters at issue, it seeme a good 
time for a brief and dispassionate re- 
view of the situation—a review not only 
of the matters Immediately in contro- 
versy, but of the general question of the 
relation of fire insurance in Missouri to 
public welfare. _ 

In Operation 18 Years. 

“The insurance companies have trans- 
acted business in Missouri under our 
present antitrust statute for about 
eigtiteen years. We have had our val- 
ued policy statute since 1889, or twen- 
ty-four years,.and the law authorizing 
the taxing of attorney’s fees in certain 
cases was enacted in 18%, or fourteen 
years ago, and the statute authorizing 
10 per cent damages for vexatious lit- 
igation on the part of insurance com- 
panies was enacted in 186, or forty- 
eight years ago, and the companies 
have done business under these laws 
successfully until now. 

In 1911 the Legislature passed the 
Oliver law. Every insurance company 
immediately claimed the Oliver law re- 
pealed ‘the anti-trust statute in so far 
as it applied to insurance companies 
and that they were free to do as they 
pleased tn reference to agreements. Ths

They 
insisted that these laws must be re- 
pealed, and demanded an extra session 
of the Legislature. These laws, as I 
Stated in the beginning, have been 
upon the statute books from sixteen to 
forty-eight years, and consequently are 
not new legislation. 
Agreement to Withdraw. 

“The companies met in Baltimore and 
in Philadelphia and agreed among 
themselves to suspend business in Mis- 
souri on April 8, 1913, and to refude 
to write business in Missouri until the 
insurance laws were repealed and. made 
satisfactory to them by the Legisla- 
ture. Realizing they could do nothing 
singly, they agreed to combine. This 
agreement, entered into by the com- 
panies in these two cities, was the most 
open violation of the anti-trust stat- 
utes I have ever known, or of which I 
have read in the jurisprudence of any 
state. The companies were open in their 
agreement because they supposed there 
Was no anti-trust statute In Missouri 
controlling them, as they had been 80 
advised by their attorneys, 

“Carrying out these agreements made 
in Baltimore and Philadelphia, the com- 
panies suspended business in Missouri 
on April 30, thus carrying into effect 
their illegal agreement. 

Law Always.in Force. 

“This having been done, the Attorney- 
Generar instituted sult against the com- 
panies, setting out the agreement which 
the companies declared they had made, 
and: charged that the same violated the 
anti-trust statute of Missouri. The law- 
vers for the companies filed ¢ demurrer, 
and in thetr brief and argument declared 
there was no anti-trust statute in Mis- 
sourt applying to insurance companies, 
so under this statement there is no won- 
der there was difference of opinion. 

“The Supreme Court said the Oliver 
law of 1911 had never repealed the anti- 
trust statue, and that the insurance 
compantes were now and had always 
been subject to its provisions, and that 
the Orr law re-enacting the anti-trust 
statute was a useless performance upon 
the part of the Legislature... So the con- 
tention of the insurance companies that 
they did not wish to go back under the 
anti-trust statute is disposed of dy the 
Court when it said they had never been 
taken from under its supervision. 


“The insurance companies can, 
the present laws, do

curtty and comfort as they have 
joyed &t any time these 18 years. I 
said this before, but I think it 
repeating because, since the recent 
cision of the Supreme Court, it may 
that the assurance will be received wi 
fuller credence than before. I should 
be glad to see them return and resume 
their wonted activities. 

“I should like to say this further: 
that if it is found that a closer relation 
of the State to the power of ratemak- 
ing is desirable from the standpoint of 
the interest of the policy holder and 
companies, I have no doubt 
next Legislature will stand
